HUNTSVILLE, Ala. - As a noise 
source, nothing else in the world 
quite equals the Saturn V Apollo 
launch vehicle. Its roar will equal 
the sound of eight million hi-fi- 
sets. The only thing in this coun- 
try even approaching this output 
of low frequency sound is Niagara 
Falls. 

The Saturn sound “problem,” 
however, is well in hand, after 
four years of acoustic research at 
the NASA-Marshall Space Center 
Aucoustic research is a basic part 
of the center’s noise control and 
suppression program. 

Magnitude of the noise problem 
is illustrated by Saturn I which 
will be used to place the three- 
man command module of the Apol- 
lo spacecraft into earth orbit for 
up to two weeks. 

Only one-half of one per cent 
of Saturn’s power goes into the 
form of acoustic V; the Apollo 
moon trip launch vehicle, is ex- 
pected to produce 200 million 
watts of acoustic power in static 
tests. Ordinary output of a hi-fi 
Set is about 25 watts. 

Low frequency noise which 
does not dissipate as quickly as 
other sounds is an annoying by- 
product of static firings. Research 
at Marshall. has shown that under

Pointing out that while direct 
seeding and planting of trees by 
the pulp and paper industry and 
by individual landowners is a 
necessary part of the South’s con- 
tinuing reforestation program, Mr. 
Malsberger emphasized that by far 
the greatest number of trees 
comes from natural reseeding. 


As a result of the natural re- 
growth, aided by wise forest man- 
agement and supplemented by the 
annual plantings by man, the 
South’s woodlands today are grow. 
ing faster than they are being 
used, he added. 


“This ig an encouraging picture,” 
Mr. Malsberger observed, “but it 
ig by no means grounds for over- 
confidence about the future. Each 
year the consumption of paper 
and paperboard products increases, 
having reached a new high of 453 
pounds per capita in the United 
States last year. 


“Since wood is the raw material 
for most paper products,” he con- 
tinued, “we must have more and 
more trees to meet the projected 
demand for paper products for 
coming years. That means there 
must be no let-up in our conser- 
vation and intensive forest man- 
agement efforts.”

ASC farmer-committeemen, who 
will soon be elected by their neigh- 
bors for the coming year, have im- 
portant program responsibilities, 
according to Tommy R. Shaw, 
Chairman of the Hancock Agri- 
cultural Stabilization and Con- 
servalion County Committee. 

“This makes it all the more im- 
portant that representative farm- 
ers be elected to the job,” he de- 
clared. 

ASC committees have charge of 
the local field administration of 
such national farm Programs as 
acreage allotments, marketing 
quotas, commodity loans, the feed 
grain program, the sugar act pro- 
gram, the national wool program, 
the agricultural conservation pro- 
gram, and farm storage facility 
loans.
